Administration officials, after con- I 
alteration and study of the tobacco 
decision and a thorough comparison 
with the Standard Oil decision, were 
agreed that "tile rule of reason” is no 
new feature of the supremo court’s 
interpretation of the law an one mem­ 
ber of the cabinet, w hose views have ] 
always been 
regarded as reflecting 
those of the administration, made a 
comprehensive stat* inent to that ef­ 
fect. 
The supreme court’s mandate in the 
Standard Oil case probably will be is­ 
sued at tin* request of tho department 
of justice today. 
The six months 
given to the Standard Oil to dissolve 
will begin with the issuance of the 
mandate of tho court. 
It is regarded as more than doubtful 
if tho tobacco corporations avail them­ 
selves of the opportunity granted by 
tho court just bi fore it adjourned to 
file a motion for a rehearing within 
thirty days. 
The attitude of the court 
is regarded as hostile to such a re­ 
quest.

Colonel Roosevelt Favors Only Peace 


With Honor. 


New 
York, 
May 
31.— Theodore- 
Roosevelt stood beside General Daniel 
E. Sickles, one of the few surviving 
corps commanders of the Civil war, at 
Grant’s tomb and aroused a memorial 
throng to long applause by a denunci­ 
ation of “ false prophets of peace.” He 
recalled the days of 1861, when, he 
said, the veterans he addressed defied 
the lie told in the name of peace; he 
voiced his faith in peace only as the 
handmaiden of justice and, with vig­ 
orous gestures, he stirred the gather­ 
ing to 
tumultuous cheers with 
the 
declaration 
that 
unrighteous 
peace 
was a greater evil than war. 
“ I stand for social and industrial 
peace, when it is right, but not when 
men riot and use dynamite. 
Those 
men who pursue riotous methods and 
use dynamite in their efforts to win 
their industrial struggles are not to 
be tolerated and they should be made 
to obey the law'.”

The crowd got beyond control of the 
militia and policemen posted about 
the grounds and swarmed across the 
infield when Dickson was killed and 
pressed close about his body and that 
of the unconscious Greiner.

the ambulance arrived.

when other accidents were repo rts 
from one point or another.

Perkins as counsel for tile 
American Tobacco company asked tile 
court, after the announcem ent of tim 
decision, for leave to present a peti­ 
tion and to stay the issuance of the 
mandate of the court for thirty days. 
The request was granted. 
Shortly aft­ 
erward the court adjourned until next 
October. 
Chief Justice W hite’s opinion may 
be grouped into three parts. 
First, he 
gave a detailed statem ent o f -the frs- 
tory of tile case and dwelt upon what
